ST HREr REC E, Yout Majeſty's moſt dutiful and 
Wene> loyal Subjects, the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal in Parliament aſ- 
ſembled, beg Leave to return Your 
Majeſty our moſt humble Thanks 

for Your moſt gracious Speech from 
the Throne, and for Your Maje- 
ſty's great Attention and Care for 
SE the Preſervation of the Balance 
of Power, and the Peace and Liberties of Europe, 
in which the Tranquility and Security of theſe Kings 
doms are ſo nearly intereſted. | 
Me cannot but expreſs our great Concern, That a 
War has broke out, and is carried on in Part of the 
Auſtrian Dominions ; and we are highly ſenfible of 
Your Majeſty's Royal Wiſdom, in the Reſolution You 
have been pleaſed to declare for the Maintenance of 
the Pragmatic Sanction, and the Aſſiſtance of the Queen 
of Hungary. | 

We ral Your Majeſty, That, in Caſe it ſhall become 
neceſſary to enter into ſtill further Expences in ſo juſt a 
Cauſe, Your Majeſty may depend on our zealous and 
chearful Concurrence, in enabling Your Majeſty to con- 
tribute, in the moſt effectual Manner, to the Support ef 
the Queen of Hungary; and to the preventing, by all rea- 
ſonable Means, the Subverſion of the Houle of Auſtriàa, 
the antient and natural Ally of the Britiſh Crown. A 
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We think ourſelyes obliged upon this Occaſion, to re- 
new the Profeſſions of our moſt dutiful and inviolable 
Fidelity; and to give Your Majeſty the ſtrongeſt Af- 
ſurances, That if any Part of Your Dominions, although 
not belonging to the Crown of CEreat Britain, ſhould” 
attacked or inſulted, by any Prince or Power whatſoevery 
in Reſentment of the juſt and neceſſary Meaſures, which 

Your Majeſty hath taken, or ſhall take, for maintaining 
the Pragmatic Sanction, we are determined to exert 


. ourſelyes to the utmoſt, in defending and protecting ſuch 


Dominions from any ſuch Attacks or Inſults.”
